Daisy Bates Fires On Little Rock Hoodlums 

With tension at its highest pitch in Little Rock 
since the high school closing four weeks ago, NAACP 
Daisy Bates fired a gun at a group of hoodlums who 
stoned her home three times in one evening. It 
marked the first time the courageous woman leader 
has resorted to firearms to defend her already-dam- 
aged $40,000 home. 

As state officials launched an anti-NAACP drive 
and encouraged citizens to drive the militant group 
from Arkansas, the campaign of violence was stepped 
up principally against two persons—Atty. Wiley 
Branton, who steered the Little Rock case to the 
Supreme Court, and Mrs. Bates, president of the 
Arkansas NAACP. 

Determined to defend her home (which local police 
refused to do), Mrs. Bates hired a guard to patrol the 
residence. However, when vandals twice within a 
period of 15 minutes stoned the home, Mrs. Bates 
fired over the head of a white man who ignored the 
guard’s warning, and stood poised to throw a rock.

Say ‘Campaign Of Terror’ Ark. Plan Unlawful 

It might be possible, declared Little Rock lawyer Wiley 
Branton, to indict Arkansas Atty. Gen. Bruce Bennett for 
proposing a “campaign of terror” against the NAACP in 
14 states. Commenting on Bennett’s plan for every com- 
munity to take economic reprisals against persons advo- 
cating integration, Branton revealed that under sections 
241 and 242 of the U. S. Criminal Code it is against the 
law for two or more persons to deprive another person of 
his civil rights. Clarence Laws, Arkansas NAACP field 
secretary, also iabeled the proposal, which was sent to 
officials of 14 southern and border states, a “spectacular 
attempt to divert attention from the failure to open Little 
Rock high schools.” 
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Historian Predicts Rise Of Intermarriage 

Intermarriage between Negroes and whites will increase 
rapidly, according to Allen Nevins, Pulitzer Prize-winning 
Columbia University history professor. Addressing the 
Joseph Medill Symposium in Galesburg, Ill., Nevins said: 
“Nobody will advocate that (intermarriage) as an object: 
but it will be an inevitable result” of Negroes’ attainment 
of full equality. 


Predicts Negro Population Shift To North 

Only 50 per cent of the United States Negro population 
will live in the South by 1975 as compared with 68 per cent 
in 1950, according to Dr. Philip Hauser, sociologist at the 
University of Chicago. Addressing the Public Relations 
Society of America in Washington, D. C., Hauser said that 
the dispersal of Negroes would lead to their absorption 
into American life the way foreign-born and other minori- 
ties were assimilated.

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Wiley Branton, Hero Of Ark. Legal Battles 

During the Little Rock school litigation, Atty. 
Wiley A. Branton, chief counsel for the original 33 
(now 6) Negro students, once was called to a judge’s 
chamber and commended “as a white man for pre- 
senting the case of the Negroes.” The incident is an 
almost daily occurrence for the 35-year-old lawyer, 
one of the first Negro graduates of the University of 
Arkansas law school. 

Light-skinned, soft-drawling, Branton has become 
the “hero” in the Little Rock story, and yet, strange- 
ly, is little known outside of his native state. When 
the NAACP was forced to move fast for the Supreme 
Court test, Branton persuaded Arkansas court aides 
to hurry preparations. Last week he drove 48 miles 
from his home to Little Rock just to mail a letter— 
containing papers urging the St. Louis court to re- 
strain the school board from reopening the schools 
as private. During the course of litigation, he trav- 
eled more than 100,000 miles, addressed some 12 
court sessions and last year spent 30 consecutive 
nights in Little Rock during the rioting spree. 

As a graduate of the state law school, Branton 
knows personally many of the judges and court 
aides. With his “hill billy” drawl and ability to mix 
in even the most backwoods court, he steered She 
NAACP to its greatest legal victory, , 
getting more action via phone than 
many do by power of writ. He is one 
of only two Negro lawyers (the oth- 
er is John Howard, of Pine Bluff) 
who will handle NAACP cases in 
the state. 

Non-smoker Branton spends his 
spare time with six children in his 4.

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Supreme Court Justice Says He Once Advised NAACP 

Associate U. S. Supreme Court Justice Felix Frankfurter 
admitted he advised the NAACP on matters of policy for 
about 10 years before his appointment to the high court. 
Justice Frankfurter said he agreed to serve on the NAACP 
legal committee while still on the faculty of the Harvard 
Law School, but never accepted compensation. 


Claim Rent Bias, Negroes Picket Ohio Apartments 

Six Negro women with sandwich board signs picketed 
the Longwood Village in Cleveland, charging the private 
operators of the apartment project with setting the rents 
for white tenants at $80 a month in contrast to $117 for 
Negro tenants. Warner R. Maher, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the apartment operators, Bates and Springer, Inc., 
in denying the charges said “we would be happy to talk 
to the pickets and find out what started this.” 


sul ne Court’s Blueprint For Integration 

The Supreme Court’s recent ruling, declaring that 
integration orders cannot be nullified directly or in- 
directly, outlined six basic principles governing 
school desegregation. The decision states: | 

1) The Constitution is the supreme law of the land. 

2) It is the duty of the court “to say what the 
| law is.” 

3) Enforced racial segregation in the public 
schools is a denial of the equal protection of the laws | 
enjoined by the 14th Amendment. | 

4) Desegregation of the schools must proceed “at 
all deliberate speed.” 

5) The order cannot be nullified by state legis- 
lators, state executives, or state courts. Evasive 
schemes, such as those calling for the leasing of 
public schools to private groups will not be tolerated. 

6) Every state official is committed by oath to 
support the Constitution. None can war against it 
without violating his oath.

Harold L. Clark, a Los Angeles guided missile designer, 
sued a white contractor, George Campeau for $350,000 in 
damages, charging that Campeau tried to “drive him out 
of a white neighborhood.” Earlier, Clark told police that 
Campeau threw a concrete block through his window. 


Federal Judge Upholds Ala. Negroes’ Bias Suit 

U. S. District Judge Daniel H. Thomas turned down a 
request by Mobile, Ala., city officials asking for dismissal 
of a suit by a group of Negroes, who demanded access to 
the city’s new municipal golf course.

The director of music for Christa- 
more House, Minner said he was so excited by the invita- 
tion “my blood pressure shot up and my nerves were 
upset.” He will sing his own music, mostly folk ballads 
and spirituals. 


Order Tenn. Truck Driver To Pay $16,081 Damages 

A Memphis, Tenn., truck driver, James David Herron, 
was ordered by a Circuit Court jury to pay $13,000 in dam- 
ages to white Mrs. Thomas E. Hemenway for injuries she 
received in a traffic accident, and $3,081 to her husband for 
medical expenses incurred by his wife and for damage to 
his car. Mrs. Hemenway testified that Herron drove his 
truck into the rear of her car when she stopped to let a 
car in front of her make a turn.

Four unidentified white soldiers, who reportedly entered 
eating places in downtown Columbus, Ga., with a Negro 
buddy and demanded that he be served, were ordered out 
of the Columbus Grill. Shortly afterwards they were de- 
nied service in Lane’s drug store. 


Ala. KKK Rallies In Heavily-Negro County 

An estimated 400 robed and hooded Ku Klux Klansmen 
staged a rally with flaming crosses for a backdrop in 
Braggs, Ala., located in predominantly Negro Lowndes 
County where there are no Negro voters. 


Bomb Negro Store In Ala., Cause $1,500 Damage 
An Alabama Negro, who has operated a grocery store 
servicing white and Negro customers in Lowndes County 
for 25 years, reported his establishment was bombed, 
causing $1,500 damage. Owner James Turner, who has a 
heavy mixed trade, gave no reason for the bombing, but 
revealed his store was boycotted six months ago.

Edith Sampson, Chicago’s assistant corporation 
counsel, denied that she and Cub star Ernie Banks will 
open a public relations firm, as forecast by Chicago Tri- 
bune reporter, Herb Lyon. Quipped the lawyer: “I don’t 
even know Banks!” 


Charges Detroit Realtors With Discrimination 

A prominent Detroit real estate broker and mortgage 
banker, James Del Rio, said he was refused membership 
on the city’s Real Estate Board because of an unwritten 
ban on Negroes, but that he was afterwards accepted by 
the New York Real Estate Board. 


Denied Service, Chicago Medic Sues Cafe 

A Chicago physician, Dr. Jasper F. Williams, filed a 
$2,500 damage suit against the owner of a cafe near 
Springfield, Ill., charging he and his family were refused 
service because of their race or “other unknown causes.” 
The suit named Frank Gerzin as the defendant. 


Bermuda Hotel Owner Visits U. S. 

D. Wesley Gayle, 42-year-old owner of Bermuda’s Sunset 
Lodge, visited New York, Chicago and Washington, for 
purposes of promoting his hotel and securing furnishings 
for his expanding facilities. A native of Jamaica, Gayle 
was the first Negro on the island to have a hardware store 
before entering hotel business five years ago.

Nationalist Chinese Army officials are “happy” that 
American Negro servicemen are serving the cause of Free 
China, Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek told JET corre- 
spondent Marc Crawford at a press conference in Taipei, 
Formosa. Asked his impression of Negro GIs serving in 
the area, Chiang replied: “I am happy that members of 
your race are serving on Formosa. They get along well 
and are welcome here.” 


France Withdraws Economic Aid From Guinea 

Withdrawal of economic aid from aluminum-rich French 
Guinea, West Africa, was announced by the French gov- 
ernment in Paris after the territory voted about 37 to 1 
against the proposed constitution of Premier de Gaulle. 
Earlier, de Gaulle promised independence to any territory 
opposing his constitution. Guinea was the only territory 
to do so.

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DENVER FLIER KNOWS HIS GUNS

Although Red China ceased lobbing shells on Quemoy 
and other offshore islands for seven days last week, the 
State Department’s policy of defending Formosa remained 
unchanged. Still alerted to “shoot back if fired upon” was 
tough Air Force veteran Capt. George H. Martin, 34, a 
flight leader of six F-104 Starfighters and the only Negro 
pilot in the 83rd Fighter Squadron, assigned to guard the 
U. S. Seventh Fleet in Formosa Strait. 

“T’d hate to be the man to start World War III by being 
trigger happy,” said the handsome captain from Denver, 
Colo., as he sipped “screwdrivers” at the American officers 
club in Taipei. “I wouldn’t hesitate to fire on an enemy 
plane if fired on or to destroy it if ordered, but I just would 
hate to be the man who started World War ITI.” 

His train of thought uncouples momentarily as he an- 
swers a query from his assistant flight leader, Captain 
John O’Donnell of New Orleans. “We have not fought any

Flight crew chief, M/Sgt. Gentry C. Rousseau of Richmond, 
Calif., Capt. Martin gets briefing from intelligence officer.

MIGs up there yet,” 
continued Capt. Mar- 
tin, “but we have seen 
their vapor trails while 
flying patrol over the 
Formosa Strait. I have 
no qualms about fight- 
ing them, because I 
believe we’re flying 
the finest plane in the 
world today (holder of 
the world’s speed and 
altitude records, the 
Starfighter can fiy 
1,404 miles an hour 
and climb to 91,000 
feet). 

Capt. Martin, a six- News cameramen “shoot” jet pilot 
foot-one, 190 pound before he leaves on patrol. 
Southern University student knows his planes. In World 
War II he was a navigator-bombardier on a B-25 bomber 
before becoming a P-47 fighter pilot. He served under Gen. 
(then Colonel) B. O. Davis Jr. in the 477 Composite Group. 
Later he flew 78 combat missions in Korea in the famed 
Eighth Fighter-Bomber Group. 

Then, as now, he was a flight leader, with six white 
pilots under his command. Four of the six are southern- 
ers. “You know,” confided Capt. Martin, “I know my men 
so well I can tell when they are reading about Little Rock 
and some of those other places. Their faces become tightly 
intense. They don’t like it. In our squadron we’re all for 
one and one for all.” 

The captain glances at his watch, discovers his bus will 
leave in five minutes for an air base. He and his men must 
fly one of the patrols over the hostile Formosa Strait. He 
is a bit perturbed because the interview kept him away 
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Capt. Martin’s Starfighter, costing more than $1 million, carries 
two “Sidewinder” missiles, which “track down” on target.

“T want you to understand this one thing,” he said. “I’m 
not out here to fight for the things Gov. Faubus or others 
like him want.

If I died 
so that my family never have to flee with all they own on 
their backs, then I think my life will have been well spent. 
No, I’m not out here to protect the principles and beliefs 
of a Faubus, but to see that Americans never know the 
horrors of war in America.” 

Captain Martin is now walking toward his bus and his 
commanding officer, Lt. Col. John W. Bennett of Florida 
walks with him. Earlier, the CO declared that Capt. Mar- 
tin “is one of our finest pilots, a good leader and I’m glad 
to have him in the organization.” 

The CO had good reasons to be proud. Capt. Martin has 
a Distinguished Flying Cross and two Air Medals to prove 
it. An enlisted man in his squadron boasted: “He may not 
be the best pilot, but there’s none better.” 

Before boarding his bus, Capt. Martin confides that he 
is scheduled to fly daily for the next few days, that maybe 
he can talk some more the following Sunday. As his bus 
pulls away, you say to yourself: “I hope so.”

Baptist Pension Fund Office Set Up In Chicago 

Headquarters for the National Baptist Convention 
USA, Inc., Retirement Fund were established in Chicago 
and Rev. Andrew J. Hargrett, college minister of Savannah 
State College, was named secretary of the fund which pro- 
vides pensions for ministers over 65, death and disability 
benefits. Rev. Hargrett told JET that approximately 200 
ministers are already participating in the plan which is 
expected to attract 10;000. The fund was approved by the 
1958 Baptist convention in Chicago. 


Bishop Nichols To Fight $170,000 Fraud Charge 

Indicted by a Philadelphia grand jury on 21 counts of 
embezzling $170,000 in church funds while he presided 
over the AME’s First Episcopal District in 1948-56, 57,- 
year-old Bishop D. Ward Nichols said in New York he 
would fight the charges “to the last breath” in court. 
Nichols, often a stormy figure in AME politics, called the 
embezzlement charge “a frame up,” declared it was part 
of a scheme by other AME leaders “to get me.” 


White Memphis Church Turns Away Negroes 

Two Memphis Negroes were turned away from all-white 
Glenview Presbyterian Church when they tried to attend 
morning services. The church’s pastor, Rev. Don Davidson, 
said he did not witness the incident but added that the 
unidentified member who turned away the visitors acted 
without authority. The church is located in a neighbor- 
hood where numerous racial incidents have occurred since 
Negro families recently began moving into the area. 





Gary Tells Georgians ‘Heaven Not Segregated’

Dynamite Blasts Wreck Cliaton, Tenn., School 

In Clinton, Tenn., three quick predawn dynamite ex- 
plosions wrecked 16 of 20 classrcoms in the local high 
school, racially integrated two years ago, and caused an 
estimated $300,000 damage. Classes for 850 white pupils 
and 10 Negroes were suspended indefinitely while the FBI 
probed the blasts, believed set off by professionals. Gov. 
Frank G. Clement offered a $5,000 reward for the arrest 
and conviction of the dynamiters, then declared: “We 
have a choice of education by democracy or education by 
dynamite. We will have law and order in Tennessee— 
so help me God!” 


Rogers Bares Plans For Opening Schools In South 

A measure in which the federal government would es- 
tablish and operate integrated schools in states balking 
at complying with the Supreme Court’s school desegrega- 
tion edict was disclosed by Atty. Gen. William Rogers in 
Washington and President Eisenhower indicated he may 
accept this plan “as a last resort.”

Say Faubus Backers Know Integration Inevitable 

The majority of Little Rock citizens who are behind 
Gov. Orval Faubus, believe that “eventually we’re going 
to have to” take some form of integration, according to a 
report by public opinion pollster Samuel Lubeli. The re- 
porter said a small minority of the white population is 
openly for integration as the “Christian thing to do.” A 
larger minority appear to be last ditch foes of integration 
he found. Between these two extremes, Lubell said, the 
bulk of the people back Faubus “because he stood up for 
the South,” but will accept integration. 


Enroll 10 Negroes In 5 White N. C. Schools 

Ten Negroes were enrolled in five formerly all-white 
schools during the second year of limited integration in 
three North Carolina cities: Greensboro, Winston-Salem 
and Charlotte. Only two minor disputes between whites 
and Negro pupils were reported. 


Pa. Schools To Exclude Negro History Study 

Although study of the culture of the Middle East, Africa 
and Asia wil! be included in the curriculum of Pennsyl- 
vania schools for the first time next year, Negro history 
will be excluded, according to Dr. Charles H. Boehm, state 
superintendent. Dr. Boehm admitted: “If a student were 
exposed only to our elementary school textbooks, the 
student would come to know America as a land of white 
people,” but added that he didn’t think Negro history was 
purposely left out of textbooks. 


Close Ky. School After Interracial Girl Fight 

A jeering, stone-throwing crowd of white students and 
adults forced dismissal of classes at integrated Wheelright 
(Ky.) High School following a fight between a white and 
a Negro girl in the school restaurant. Principal Boone 
Hall said he was not certain the demonstration stemmed 
entirely from the clash between Velma Mosley, 16, and 
the Negro girl, Ernestine Johnson, 17. He said students 
also had been angry because their lunch period was short- 
ened.

“I don’t have the slightest idea what will happen or 
when,” said Thelma.

I wanted to 
accomplish things so fast that I even got a year ahead in 
school. And now I’m losing all that I gained.”

John Presmont, 
35, who said he was the “Prophet” of the “Kerista” (free- 
love society), was held along with two Negro men and 
four women—including two whites. 

When they entered Presmont’s apartment, Officers re- 
ported, they found the two Negroes and a white woman 
in bed, all of them unclad.

THE WAY I SEE IT 


There’s an old baseball rule-of-thumb, 
dating ’way back, maybe, to “Shoeless” Joe 
Jackson or one of those other ancient 
fellows that winning the World Series 
depends 80 per cent on a ball club’s pitching. You saw 
it in the Series opener, when Spahn fired the bullet by 
most of the Yankees and you’ll see it next year and any 
year afterwards. 

My own experience in baseball has taught me 
that pitchers definitely do dominate World Series 
play. I’ve caught and be2tted in a lot of them and 
I know that what the man out front there does 
means winning or losing the ball game. Sure, base 
hits and RBIs count in the long run, but it’s the 
man on the mound who sets the pace. 

One thing that figured pretty important in the Series 
this year was that the Yanks and Braves played in 
fairly big ball parks. It meant that batters were look- 
ing at more than the usual allowance of fast balls, and 
getting a good deal fewer sights on the curve. And 
there’s a very good reason for this. A pitcher naturally 
fears the long ball man less when he knows he’s got 
plenty of yard behind him. He bears down with the fire 
ball, shows his curve only occasionally when he wants 
to mix up the assortment. 

He knows, for example, that outfielders have 
plenty of room to chase the long ball, and there’s 
a lot less chance of the big fly clearing the fence. 
Had the Series been played in Ebbets Field, our old 
Breoklyn park, you’d have seen quite a different 
kind of pitching technique. Righties and lefties 
both feared the short outfield, so they threw as 
much junk and curve balls as they had. 
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With the Dodgers in World Series play we Kept a 
pitch-by-pitch chart of every ball thrown. The figures 
showed us that a batter got 75 per cent fast balls, 20 per 
cent curves, and the rest sinkers, sliders and screwballs. 
The percentage was different, of course, when we were 
at home in Brooklyn because of the short foul lines. 

When Sal Maglie was on the mound, he defied all 
of the accepted theories because he had more of the 
junk ball to throw. Nobody could keep a chart on 
him, and believe me he was a tough guy to catch. 

If you kept a close eye on the pitching over the ’58 
Series, you noticed that pitchers on both teams laid off 
the curve ball. Another reason for this is that a pitcher 
doesn’t always have complete control of the curve. It 
can hang or slide even with a slight wind variation. 
Also, the curve often comes in there and hangs at the 
plate when a pitcher applies too much—or not enough 
—spin. A hanging curve for a sharp-eyed hitter is like 
a sitting duck for a shotgun marksman. 

I caught behind the Yankee’s big bats—Mantle, 
MacDougald, Skowron, Berra—plenty of times and 
you can bet I never asked Newcombe or Podres, or 
Roe for many slow-breaking curves. We only used 
them as change-of-pace pitches. There were a few 
batters, though, like Yogi Berra and Gil Mac- 
Dougald, who wouldn’t conform to the chart. I’d 
have to nurse along whatever pitcher I was catch- 
ing until we had the man at the plate in a hole, 
then call for my man’s best pitch. 

When all the World Series facts and figures are in 
and everybody’s had a chance to make an analysis, 
you'll find that the winning of ball games belongs to the 
pitcher and never mind how many RBIs.
